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EMERGENCY MEDICAL TECHNICIAN PROGRAM

Whatever your reason, Shelton State's new 
emergency medical technician program may 
be exactly what you are looking for this 
summer. 

The new EMT program is coordinated 
through the Alabama Fire College, a division 
of Shelton State, and offers the EMT-basic as 
well as the EMT-intermediate and paramedic 
courses. 

The EMT-basic course teaches first aid and 
safety and is designed for anyone who may 
be around people. That means this course 
would be especially helpful to mothers, 
housewives, little league coaches and others 
who work with youth groups. 

To enroll in the EMT-basic course, a stu¬ 
dent must be 18 years of age and have a 


current Alabama drivers license. Classes in 

the EMT basic are offered on the Fire College 
drill field. 

The EMT-intermediate course targets 
people who are responsible for handling 
emergency situations and includes basic 
emergency procedures. The course teaches 
bandaging and splinting, CPR, as well as 
procedures for handling emergency child 
birth and recognizing hazardous materials. 
To enroll in the EMT-intermediate course, a 
student must have the EMT-basic license. The 
intermediate classes are taught during the day 
in the Morrison Industrial Training Center 
located on the college's Fifteenth Street 
Campus and at the Fire College drill field in 
the evening. 


The third level of the emergency medical 
technician program is the paramedic program 
which is especially useful for people who are 
athletic trainers or who are majoring in sports 
medicine or other allied health programs. 
Students can complete the paramedic pro¬ 
gram in five semesters. 

To be admitted to the paramedic program, 
a student must have an EMT-intermediate 
license and have passed the State Board 
exam with a grade of 70 or above. Students 
must maintain a 75 grade point average 
throughout the course. All paramedic classes 
are offered in the industrial training center.
